passed despite ;evidence that 
the data in Immigration Ser- 


vice computers are incomplete,- 


as the -records of some 6 
million aliens have not' been 
entered into the computers， 
according to MALDEE. 


ANTII-DISCRIMINATION 


The Anti-discrimination 
provisions of the Hart-Levin 
Amendment，similar to _ the 
Frank Amendment which pass- 
ed in the House in 1984，were 
not included in the current 
bill. They would have pro- 
vided a process for adjudica- 
ting discrimination claims 
based on national origin not 
covered by Title VII or 
alienage. 

However，a Sunset provision 
was included in the bill._ Un- 
der it，the General Adminis- 
trative Office (GAO) would 
prepare a report on the dis- 
criminatory impact of employ- 
er Sanctions.， If the GAO 
reported and Congress_ found a 
widespread pattern and prac- 
tice of discrimination the 
Sanction .provisions will -be 
eliminated. 

The Immigration Control and 
Legalization Amendments Act 
0f 1985，H.R. 3080，which was 
introduced in the House of 
Representatives on July 25 
this year by Rep. Peter W. 
Rodino，Jr. (D-NJ) and Rep. 
Romano L，Mazzoli (D-KY)， 
addresses the discrimination 
issue more directly.、 It makes 
it an unfair immigration- 
related employment practice to 
discriminate against any 
individua'l， except an 
unauthorized alien，in hiring， 
recruiting Or referring for a 
fee ,by reason of the person'?s 
national origin, or in the case 
of a citizen or an intending 
citizen， of the person?s 
citizenship status. An Office 
of Special Counsel for 
Immigration-Related Unfair 
Employment Practices, is to be 
established within the Depart- 
ment of Justice to _ investigate 
and prosecute charges of such 
discrimination。H.R. 3080 has 
not been passed as of press 
time. 

The spectre of discrimina- 
tion is not So easily avoided. 
One of the problems with 
cmployer Sanctions is，accor- 
ding to Hing，that many 


employers，even well-meaning 


oneSs，Imay hide behind the 
employer Sanction law and 
decide not to hire Someone 
whom they think may be 
undocumented，often a person 
who may not speak perfect 
English or be of a different 
color， Ihus, discrimination on 
the basis of race and national 
origin would be continued 
instead of being rectified.

In the Community 


SAN FRANCISCO - As the 
number of Asian immigrants 
arriving in the United States 


continued to increase in 1981， 


the SF Neighborhood Legal 
AsSsistance Foundation closed 
its immieration unit. That put 
a Strain on the remaining legal 
Service programs which served 
low income immigrants in the 
Bay Area -- the Asian Law 
Caucus and the International 
Institute. 

Consequently，1low income 
imrmigrants were faced with a 
two to four weeks' wait to see 
an attorney when they were 
confronted with immigration 
problems. Those who couid not 
wait retained private attor- 
neys at fees ranging from 
?300 to $600 or more，money 
which seamstresses and 
reStaurant workers 0Q meager 
incomes could scarcely afford. 

I 工 he backlog of cases got So 
bad this Summer that the 
ASsian Law Caucus，which still 
has only one immigration 
attorney，had to institute a 
three-month moratorium on 
accepting new cases in order. 
to clear up the backlog. 


COUNSELING 


The: staff of various social 
Service programs in the com- 
munity also _ provide immigra- 
tion counseling. FEor instance， 
the Chinese Newcomers Ser- 
vice, the _ Center for Southeast 
Asian Refugee Resettlement 
and the Oakland Chinese 
Community Council have 
persons on their staff who 
have been answering immigra- 
tion questions and completing 
relative visa petitions and 
naturalization petitions for 
many years nOw. 

Only when they are faced 
with more difficult questions 
do these agencies refer CasesS 
to the legal service programs. 
Most agencies， however， 
because :of the high turnover 
in Staff，do not have experi- 
enced immigration counselors 
and eventually channel most 
or all of their clients with

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Increase in Language Minority Children 


Calls for Innovative Teaching Methods 


By VICTOR LOW 


The presence of immigrant 
students in America's public 
Schools ls nothing new. What 
is new is its increasing 


nmbers coupled with legal 
mandates and educational 
requirements to School 


districts across the _ nation to 
provide 3 meaningful 
education to this segment of 
the School population， 

The message 1S: stop making 
schooling so frustrating and So 
incomprehensible to 1language 
minority children and begin 
fashioning a new organiza- 
tional approach to provide 
equal opportunity to _ students 
who speak and function in 3 
]anguage other than English. 

This educational innovation， 
encompassing teacher training， 
curriculum revision， and 
affirmative action hiring，has 
been goling on Since 1974 when 
the U9 Supreme Court (Lau 
v. ”Nichols) ruled that 
non-English speaking Students 
do require a different 
educational treatment. Merely 
treating them the Same as 
native English Speakers makes 
a mockery of Schooling. 


SINK OR SWIM 


Over this Stretch of time， 
reSsearchers in the field of 
Second language learning， 
Socio-linguistics and psycho- 
lingulsts have_ pointed out the 
ineffectiveness Of the 
traditional "catch as catch 
can”English approach (better 
known as "Sink or Swim"). 
Moreover，these experts have 
offered proven ways of 


learning that are far more-. 


efficient than past practices 
that do not violate the child?s 


Sense of Self-worth. 

Briefly，the Students are 
taught English via a second 
language approach (the 
professional jargon is ESL)， 
the ”principle being that 
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learning by gradual doses of 


understandable ”English .is 
better than learning by all-day 
incomprehensible English， 
While acquiring the new 
language， they need to 
continue learning Subject 
matter in their Own language. 
If we wait for them to master 
English before giving them 
"Solids,”they will fall behind 
in their intellectual develop- 
ment.， 王 ventually the concepts 
that they"ve learned in the 
academic areas Via their own 


language can- be readily 
transferred to their new 
language， 

下 VIDENCE 


Despite mounting _ evidence 
from researchers regarding the 
Soundness of these approaches， 
the school ，profession in 
general and Secretary of 
Education William Bennett in 


particular have been 
painstakingly Slow，if not 
altogether deaf，to these 
findings. 


Instead of utilizing this new 
knowledge to make the edu- 
cational System more respon- 
SIive，they have become more 
entrenched by blaming the 
victim. They continue the 
myth that language minority 
children are too slow，poor， 
different， deficient and 
unassimilated to reap the 
benefits of education. 

Operating Under the guise of 
paternal caring，they maintain 
their staunch advocacy role 
for "Sink or swim" by pointing 
to the few graduates who have 
made it under the old system. 

These artificial Successes 
must not blind us to the past 


harm Of countless immigrant 
Students going through 
insensitive public schooling 


that has rendered their first 
language inoperative and have 
provided them with 1less than 
adequate English mastery.

No thanks to Schooling 
within this racist Society; 
language minority children 
have been crippled because of 
this unswerving mindset， 
towards learning English at all 
cost without consideration oOFr 
TeSpect for Students， 
Socio-ctultural differences. 
Immigrant parents “place 
great hopes on Schools to 
educate their children. 
Indeed，their children are 
their future. The day-to-day 
problems of Survival in a new 
Socliety and culture are more 
than enough for any adult to 
handle without the unneces- 
Sary burden of their wonder- 
ing what their children are 
going through in Schools. For 
immigrant families, there is no 
such thing as wasting time， 
Sitting in classrooms day after 
day without knowing what?s 
going on is time wasted. 


CONTROVERSY 


This controverSsy on how to 
educate immigrant children 
must end. Tried and true 
practices are available in the 
professional literature and the 
School profession needs to get 
its act together over this issue 
to come out with a_ quality 
product. 

When the approach ignores 
this fundamental fact，the 
educational product will be 
inferior， Our new Americans 
deserve: better and need the 
continuing SuUpport of every 
informed citizenry to voice 
their disapproval of high 
public officials ”making 
knee-jerk reactions to deep， 
long-suffering Societal 
problems. 

In Summary，when the in- 
Structional approach is one of 
building upon the students 
cultural foundation，we tap a 
rich resource for learning that 
not only overcome their 
feelings of estrangement，but 
in the long run; Strengthen the 
multi-colored fabric of this 
indivisible nation.

RESPONSIBILITY 


The issue which .this fact 
raiseS is: to what extent is it 
the_ university"Ss responsibility 
to help' -these Students to 


adjust academically and 
SOCclally to _ the American 
environment，sSo that they 


become productive members of 
their adopted country? What 
does，or what should higher 
education mean to these 
students? 

Students of Asian ancestry 
Show Some peculiar academic 
characteristics. 
known fact that Asian Ameri- 
cans are "800d" students， At 
least,， so far the ones who have 
made it into the institutions 
of higher learning have been 
good students. They have good 
grade point averages and they 
have the highest retention rate 
of any grIOoup within the _ UC 
System. 

Yet，these students do suffer 
from academic handicaps. The 
Imost prounced handicap is 
their limited proficiency ,in 
English. ”This is especially 
true of :recent arrivals in the 
US. IThe lack of verbal 
facility may be an important 
factor which limits the range 
of _ Subjects Asian immigrant 
students major in. It may also 
limit the number as well as 
the kind of elective courses 
they take， 

Overall, it can be noted that 


Amerlican=-born ASian-ancestry， 


students tend to be slightly 


better Students than their，

The Students” SAT math 
Scores reinforce the' stereotype 
that AsSian Students are good 
in math!

born，20% of the Chinese， 


21.1% of the Japanese，24.3% 
of the Koreans，and 33.3% of 
the Asian Indians have math 
Scores above 700. If we 1ook 
at the percentage who Scored

61.4% of the Chinese,，62.5% of 
the Japanese，67.3$% of the 
Koreans，and 61.1%- of the 
ASsian Indians are included. 
The only group among the 


American-born whose members

MAJORS 


ASsian-ancestry Students also 
differfrom their white，black 
and Hispanic peers in the 
pattern of their majors. The 
different engineering 
departments draw the 1largest 
percentage of Asian-ancestITy 
undergraduatesS. 

While approximately 10% of 
the non-Asian undergraduates 
are lin engineering，17% of the 
American-born ASsian under- 
graduates are in englineering， 
while the foreign-born Show 
40% in engineering in Some 
groupS. The concentration in 
engineering is least 
pronounced among Japanese 
Americans (the group with the 
largest percentage of 
American-born) and among 
Filipino Americans (the group 
with the poorest math Scores).

VERBAL SCORES 


If we look at the verbal 
Scores Of these Students，the 
opposite mirror image emer8ges. 
There is a _ direct correlation 
between the length of resi- 
dence in the US and how well 
the  _ students did. The 
American-born among all the 
groups had a median verbal 
Score-in the low 5$00"S. 

Taking all the ethnic groups 
together，the percentage of 
American-born who scored 
between 400 and 600 ranged 
from $0% to 70%.，In contrast， 
the foreign-born did dismally 
in their verbal test. Among 
the Chinese born in Hong 
Kong，5$.7% of those who have 
acquired citizenship，28.8% of 


Asian Indian scored less than 
300 in their verbal test. 
English is used as 3a medium 
of instruction in the 
Philippines and in most parts 
of India，sSo these two grOoupS 
of students do not suffer 
from the Same language 
handicap as the Chinese， 
Vietnamese and Koreans， If 
we take the 200-399. range， 
then this range encompasses 3 
Shockingly high percentage of 
the foreign-born among the 
Chinese， Vietnamese and 
oreans: 60% to 80% of these 
three ethnic grOoups Scored less 
than 400 in the verbal SAT 
test. 

It Should be pointed onut， 
however，that high achieve- 
ment in quantitative Subjects 
along with poor verbal skills 
is Mol an inherent，eth- 
nically-linked Asian character- 
jstic， The test Scores of the 
American-born Asian-ancestry 
Students attest to this fact -- 
the distribution of their scores 
is quite "normal.” The reason 
that foreign-born ASsian- 
ancestry students at Berkeley 
and elsewhere Show an 
inversely patterned set of 
math versus verbal scores has 
to do with the way admissions 
Criteria are Set. 

Since a _ combined SAT math 
and verbal Score is used, those 


IThe natural Sciences also 
draw a large concentration of 
ASian-ancestry undergradu- 


ates. Here， there 1S 
a divergence between the 
American-born and the 


foreign-born，with the former 
favoring the biological 
Sciences， while the latter 
cluster in the 
Sciences. 


DIVERGENCE 


As in engineering，the high 
proficiency of the foreign- 
born in mathematics proves to 
be useful for doing well in 
quantitatively-oriented fields. 
In fact， the divergence 
between the biological and 
physical Sciences can be used 
to _ underscore the argument 
that Students do get 
influenced by their verbal 
ability in their choice of 
majors，because the _ medical 
professions probably have the 
highest Status of all，and 
many Asian-ancestry biology 
majors are aspiring doctors， 
dentists and other health 
professionals. 

But the fact that the 
biolosgical sciences require 
Somewhat 8greater verbal Skills 
than the physical sciences 
indicates ,that foreign-born 
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physical 
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Asian Americans and Educational Pursuits.

DISTURBING 


But there is a disturbing 
issue facing Asian Americans， 
Given the overrepresentation 
of AsSian Americans，Ssome 
universities have adopted 
policies that，in effect，reduce 
their Tepresentation. For 
example，Suppose that at a 
particular university Asian 
Americans are Overrepresent- 
ed，whites are proportionate- 


ly Tepresented， and other 
ethnlic groups (e.g8. American 
Indians， blacks，and His- 


panics) are Severely under- 
represented. 。 
Suppose further that the 
criterion for representation is 
"fair” or Treasonable._ The 
Universities may argue that in 
order to increase the number 
of other ethnic groups，the 
increase will have to occur at 


the expense of ASsians. 
Otherwise, some groups will be 
underrepresented. 


Such a policy has unfortun- 
ate consequences. It ignores 
the fact that Asians often 
have  _ Superior _ academic 
records that enable them to 
enter universities in hisgh 
numbersi it pits Asians against 
other ethnic groups; it puts a 
ceiling on the number of 
Asians who can be admitted to 
a _ university; and it punishes 
AsSians for Succeeding well in 
educational endeavors. 

A Similar problem was 
encountered by Jews who were 
Overrepresented in higher 
education and in many cases 
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faced overt discrimination 
Those of us 
who have fought for affirma- 
tive action for all ethnic 
groups are therefore con- 
fronted with a dilemma. In a 
zero-Sum Situation，how can 
gains for other ethnics be 
made without reducing the 
Success of ASian Americans? 


ADMISSION 


An even more insidious 
process is developing that may 
Severely reduce the admission 
of Asian Americans in higher 
education,， Some universities 
have altered admissions 
criteria So _ that the English Or 
verbal portion of achievement 
tests 1S now given more 
weight.，Asians have typically 
Scored -high on quantitative 
and low on verbal portions of 
the Scholastic Aptitude Test. 

To present the implications 
of the policy change，let me 
Teport on a study we con- 
ducted at UCLA. The study 
examined the grades and 
achievement test Scores Of 


Chinese students. 
Method: LEADEIeI 人 SSE7R 
Chinese undergraduate Stu- 


dents were selected using a 
Stratified (by Sex and class) 
Systematic sampling procedtre 
(every nth name was selected 
from the University'"s roster of 
Chinese students). 

With the students” per- 
Imission，extensive data were 
collected including copies of 
official SAT scores and Uni- 
versity grades，Students were 
divided into American born 
(AB)，early immigrant (EJI) 
(more than SIX years in US)， 
and recent immigrant (RDJ) 
Chinese (SIX OFT less years in 
US). 

Results.， The results indicate 
the mean SAT Scores and 
grades for the three grOUPS: 

AB: Grade Point Average 
(GPA) 3.02，SAT Verbal 68.7 
percentile，SAT Quantitative 
77.7 percentille. 

EI: GPA 2.94，SAT Verbal 
47.1 percentile， SATI 
Quantitative 72.0 percentile. 

RI: GPA 2.96，SAT Verbal 
18.0 percentile， SATI

Chinese Students) score only in 
the 18th percentile on the 
verbal portion of the - SAT， 
taken prior to_entry in the 
University.。 Raising English 
proficiency requirements 
would affect this group the 
most. 

Yet，once at the University， 
their. grades and those of the 
other Chinese students exceed 
the Unlversity'Ss GPA of 2.87. 
What this means is that 
raising the 三 nglish 
requlirements may deny the 
entry of students who may 
well be able to exceed the 
academic” performance of 
other Students. 


Thus a policy change in” 


admissions _ Standards at 
universities may have a major 
adverse impact on Chinese and 
other students who have 
limited English proficiency. 
The exact magnitude of this 
impact depends upon the 
nature of the policy and its 
application. 

Obviously，if other _ ethnic 
groupSs Such as blacks and 
Hispanics (who also exhibit 
low English-verbal Scores) are 
protected by affirmative 
action programs， the only 


ethnic group adversely 
affected will be Asian 
Americans. We _ Should be 


cognizant of the fact that 
educational policies_ are being 
drawn that may reduce the 
access of Asian Americans to 
certain institutions and have 3 
chilling effect on educational 
aspirations.

"When Senator Slimpson 
introduced his bill this year， 
he had a_ recommendation to 
ralse the [Hong Kong] colonial 
quota to 3,000,”Mui told E/W. 
"Between May and September， 
we did a tremendous amount 
of lobbying to have the quota 
ralised to 5$,000，including 3a 
letter-writing campaign 


Our office probably collected 


about five,， Six thousand 
letters and petitions that we 
in turn circulated to the 
members of the judiciary 
commilttee." 

Largely due to the efforts of 
the OCA，the Senate voted to 
increase Simpson'"s figure to 
5,000. 

In -the House，the Subcom- 
mittee on immigration fin- 
ished its public hearing on the 
Rodino immigration bill 1n 
October， 

"Erom the best SoOUrces we 
can gather，the bill will be 
presented for a vote by the 
Subcormmittee in- mid-Novem- 
ber,”said Mui "And if it?s 
passed, it will then be referred 
to the full judiciary committee 
chaired by Rodino. We are 
anticipating that the quota 
will be Taised to $,000." 

According to other E/W 
Sources in Washington, the full 
judiciary committee is 
expected to vote on the blll in 
December. After that，there 
will be question and -referral 
meetings to ， ITeview every 
aspect of the bill; then it will 
be submailtted to the full House 
for a vote， If passed，the 
House and Senate will then 
try to iron out an agreement. 


One reason for Mui'"s opti- 


mism about the raising of the 
quota in the final version of 
the bill，he sald，is that "there 
was a recommendation_ from 
the_ State _ Department that it 
be raised to 9$,000."
